It would be remembered that $500,000 was placed in the 
estimates last year for the purpose of erecting a memorial. 

The sites had been conveyed to the government of Canada 
and in the estimates for the present year there tvas a vote of 
410,000.

Hdmontonians, hang out your flags, 
for this Is a day of history—a day 
when Canadians made history.” 

April 9th last came and departed 
like any ordinary day of the year. 311! 
April 9th last was the third annivor- 
sary of V-my. It seemed a pity that 
Canadians—that Edmontonians of all 
the partiotc people of the world, 
should have forgotten Vimy R.dge; 
should have forgotten !t ao soon 
and so completely as far as 
outside demonstration was concernud. 
Let them today not forget Ypros, 
when Canadians—just a handful of 
them in comparison—turned the tide 
of a great conflict and saved Paria. 


Most Bitter Battle of War 

The battle of which we celebrate 
the f.fth anniversary today was, poc- 
haps, the most bitter of the war.)

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Tip To The Taxpayers. 

From one of the most complicat- 
ed entanglements of rules and rul- 
ings that has yet occurred in the 
Legislature the amendments to the 
Medicine Hat charter finally em- 
erged in the e¢losing hours of the 
recent session with the clause in- 
tact which gives the city the right 
to collect taxes in respect to prop- 
erty which they occupy from re- 
sidents who live in_ rented 
premises. 

Also during the closing hours of 
the session the amendments to the 
Edmonton charter went through 
without any safe-guarding provi- 
sion that they must be approved 
by the taxpayers before becoming 
law; while the Minister of Muni- 
capalities was induced by the tem- 
per of the House to defer until 
next year his proposal that only 
those who pay taxes shall have the 
right to vote at municipal elec- 
tions. 

There is an obvious contradic- 
tion between the privilege granted 
Medicine Hat to collect taxes 
from renters and the with-hold- 
ing from Edmonton of the right to 
collect taxes in some form or 
other from all who have a vote in 
the elections of the city council. 
The principle underlying the pro- 
posals is the same; that the pay- 
ment of taxes should be the basis 
of citizenship; and that the prin- 
ciple is admitted in the one case 
makes inconsistent the failure to 
apply it in the other. 

The fact is, the Legislature has 
no clearly defined policy on the 
question of municipal legislation, 
and no settled course of action as 
to charter amendment. Lacking 
these guide posts to consistency, 
what the Legislature will do at 
any session in the way of¢charter- 
amending is as uncertain as the 
weather, and the events are some- 
times as variable. 

Obviously if there is to be ade- 
quate protection to taxpayers, 
and any sort of uniformity run- 
ning through the corporate powers 
of the cities and towns of the pro- 
vince, this system of hap-hazard 
tinkering and tampering, with 
municipal charters at the behest 
of whoever comes along will have 
to cesse, It is both undignified 
and unsafe that the Legislature 
should function simply ‘as a mach- 
ine for re-casting municipal chart- 
ers on demand of any faction that 
may happen—on whatever pre- 
text—to get into control of the 
council of a city or town. It is 
no less unsafe and unjust that 
there should be no recognized set 


of principles in accord with which| 


municipal constitutions are to be 
drafted and amended. 

The taxpayers of the cities and 
towns are the parties directly, 
materially and vitelly concerned 
in the question of what these civic 
constitutions contain. With them, 
therefore, rests the responsibility 
of urging upon the Legislature 
that their standpoint is the one 
from which the whole question of 
municipal taxation and the muni- 
cipal franchise should be viewed’ 
As the people who have to pay 
they are the people who should 
have the ‘‘say’’ as to how the 
cities and towns are to be gov- 
erned, e 


There is reason to suppose that 
if the taxpayers make their views 
known the Legislature can be got 
to accept and apply generally the 
principle already admitted in the 
case of Medicine Hat and involv- 
ed in the suggestion which the 


Minister of Municipalities made to, [ 


the House om Friday; that the pay- 
ment of taxes should be the basis 
of citizenship in the cities and 
.towns, and the condition of the 
civie franchise, That principle is 
right, and it is also the only safe 
principle upon which a civie gov- 
ernment can be set up. It is to be 
hoped that during the year the 
taxpayers of the urban municipali- 


ties will make their sentiment 
known in such way that when the 
House meets again it will write 
into the charter of every city and 
town in the province the provision 
that everyone who votes must pay 
taxes and that everyone who pays 
taxes shall be-allowed to vote. 

It khould also be made one of 
the working rules of the Legisla- 
ture that when a city council asks 
for amendments to the charter of 
the municipality it must produce 
proof that the proposed changes 
have the assent of the taxpayers, 
or that the amendments shall be 
passed only on condition that they 
do not come into effect until the 
taxpayers have expressed approval 
by vote. That, too, can be attain- 
ed if the taxpayers make it plain

Trial By Jury Or 
Trial By Dixon? 


Mr. F, J. Dixon, one of the Win- 
nipeg men associated with the pro- 
motion of the general strike last 
summer, has been visiting the city, 
in prosecution of a campaign for 
raising funds with which to sup- 
port ihe families of the men cou- 
victed of seditious conspiracy and 
to carry an appeal case to the 
Privy Council, and also with a 
view to helping along the general 
effort to foment discontent on the 
ground that the strike-leaders are 
languishing in prison without hav- 
ing been given a fair chance to 
clear themselves of the charge 
brought against them. 

As reported in the press Mr. 
Dixon’s speech on Tuesday even- 
ing was a clever and sustained ef. 
fort to put into the minds of his 
hearers the idea that in some: way 
or other they had been.‘‘robbed of 
their birth-right’’ of trial by jury; 
and wound up with the declara- 
tion that the purpose of the ap- 
peal to the Privy Council was not 
simply to have the conspiracy 
charge re-heard in the court of last 

resort but to have ‘‘the laws re- 
\‘‘pealed that, he alleged, took away 
“‘the right of trial by jury.’’ . 

Is it a fact that the right of trial 
by jury has been either abolished 
or nullified in Canada? If so, it is 
high time the public knew about 
it, for that right is the one and ef- 
ficient protector of the individual 
against partial and autocratic ad- 
; ministration of the law. Without 

\it the law could be used as an in- 

strument of oppression by what- 
ever group happened to have con- 
trol of the machinery of criminal 
prosecution. But while a man 
cannot be condemned save by the 
verdict of a jury, and can object 
to the inclusion in the jury of any 
person to whose fairness he is not 
willing to trust, individual liber- 
ties are safe, however anxious the 
governing authorities may be sup- 
posed to be to put him behind the 
bars, 

On this question of fact the 
direct statements of Mr. Dixon are 
conclusive, and they utterly abol- 
ish his assertion that the right of 
trial by jury has been either done 
away with or tampered with in a 
way to destroy the personal secur- 
ity of the citizen. He tells us that, 
not only were the Winnipeg strike 
leaders convicted by a jury; but 
that 258 men were called from 
whom the jury should , be chosen, 
whereas forty-eight men are usu- 
ally found sufficient; and that to 
provide the accused with the full 
privileges of being tried by a jury 
with whose members they had no 
fault to find cost the country 
thirty thousand dollars, 

Quite obviously, whatever the 
Union Government is to be accus- 
ed of, it is not guilty of having 
deprived the Winnipeg  sedition- 
ists of trial by jury. There were 
called twenty times the number of 
} men required for the jury in order 
lthat the accused could challenge 
| whom and as many as they pleas- 
ed, and neither the matter of cost 
nor anything else was allowed to 
deprive them of the right of trial 
by jury or to limit their choice 
as ‘to who should be on the jury. 
The necessary conclusion is that 


the men whose supposed mis-tria]l | 


Mr. Dixon is trying to use to fo- 
ment disturbance are in jail only 
because no jury of sane and unpre- 


judiced men could be found who, 


would not send them there gfter 
hearing the evidence against them, 

The campaign to’ provoke an- 
other general strike, for the sup- 
posed purpose of forcing the re- 
storation of the right of trial by 
jury, is not being carried on be- 
cause trial by jury was refused the 
Winnipeg plotters, but because the 
jury convicted them, and because 


Mr. Dixon and their other associ- | 


ates disagree with the verdict. 
There probably never was a ver- 
dict with which one party at least 
did not agree, and never will be. 
he purpose of the jury system is 


not to gnarantee that the minority | 


—consisting of the accused—shall 
escape punishment if guilty of in- 
fraction of the law. It is to assure 
'that they shall not be punished un- 
less the judgment of a dozen un- 
|prejudiced men declare them 
, Guilty of infraction. It is because 
the guilty did not eseape that Mr. 
Dixon and his friends are touring 
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the country, not because they were 
denied the chance accorded every 
British subject to establish his 
innocence. 

If there is anything at all behind 
this campaign, save the general 
desire to make trouble in the in- 
dustrial world, it is a purpose, not 
to restore the jury system—which 
has not been done away with—but 


to destroy its authority. *If con-} 


viction of men by juries is to be 
followed by general strikes the 
| jury system will cease to be of any 
value ; public opinion will no long? 
er be the dispenser of justice; and 
minorities, of whatever aims, will 
be free to carry on disruptive pro- 
paganda under assured immunity 
from punishment.

Prices have 
gone up all over the world, and it is 
worth noting that, while the increase 
has been three hundred per cent. in 
France and over that in:Italy, it has 
only been one hundred per cent. in 
America, one hundred and sixty per 
cent. in Japan, and one hundred and 
seventy per cent. in Great Britain. 
If these simiple figures are considered 
they will serve to show that the 
great cause of food scarvity. is not 
profiteering ‘but shortness of pro- 
duction. In America there has been 
as much talk of profiteering as in 
any other country in the world. 
| Wages fre high and labor difficulties 
just as bad ase anywhere else, but 
because the country !s a great food 
|producer the dnecrease in prices has 
not been so colossal, In Japan the 
food products of Europe are not con- 
sumed to the same extent per head as/ 
}in the western mations, and a con- | 
siderable part of the population are 
accustomed to a «etyle of living 
simpler than that prevalent here, 
This, of course, \ja9 in ‘large measure 
owing to the climate and to the small 
wages that, up to @ very recent date, 
|were paid in Japan, As wages rise 
ld et approximates to that of other 
nations.

France and Italy because Britain

WHY FRANCE GETS 
Montreal Gazette: 

Ono of the immediate effects of the 
failure of the United States to ratify 
j the peace treaty is found in the atti- 
tude and action of France. France 
never greatly believed in the league 
of nations. Clemenceau, whose strong 
will jmposed itseif, to a great Aegree, 
upon ithe aliies in conference, pte- 
ferred the old system of political bal- 
jances, but so strengthened ag to give 
Teasonable guarantees of protection 
;S@ainst the possible attack by Ger- 
many in the future—a disposition 
which Clemenceau believed would be 
Carried into effect the moment Ger- 
many felt she was strong enough. 
That is why Clemenceau asked for the 
special treaty with England and the 
| United States, which guaranteed 
France against this possible danger. 

France has always begn an idealist, 
but sho does not believe in the millen- 
fum on the instant. The sublimated 
faith of President Wilson was splen- 
aid; but force was the only thing the 
Germans understood, and force would 
be necessary to keep the Germans In 
order in the futyre as, assuredly, that 
power would seek to be revenged. 
Therefore, although Clemenceau 
agreed to the League of Nations, he 
had no Hlusions. He did not think 
greatly of it. He understood the 
human heart. He dreaded jealousies 
{and self-interest and the failure of all 
the members of the league to function 
in @ great crisis, such as m'ght at any 
time disclose fiself. Resolutions ac- 
complished nothing’of themselves.
